By Tomorrow Midnight, at Latest, 
Budget Must Be Passed 
Under the Law. 


RUSE AVERTS ALL NIGHT SESSION

A considerable portion of the annua! coun- 
ty budget is hanging in the balance. Some 
claim only eighteen hours remain in which 
to adopt it; others say forty-two. The legal 
mit for making the county appropriations 
expfres tonight at 12 o'clock or tomorrow at 
midnight. 

The county commissioners yesterday 
eouldn’t or wouldn't agree on anything. 
They made no progress in eppropriating for 
those items vetoed by President McCormick, 

They wouldn't agree to stay in session. 
They refused to agree to adjourn. They 
epent nearly two hours in the afternoon doing 
pothing except trying to adjourn, and then 
enly accomplished it when Commissioner 
Ragen wes temporarily out of the room tele- 
phoning. 

No Appropriation for 387 Jobs. 

When the day. ended the status of the sit- 
tation was this: 

There were 387 jobs for which no appropria- 
tion has been made. These items had been 
Vetoed by the president in an effort to reduce 
the aggregate salaries to be paid these posi- 
tions from $600,584 to $471,286. The presi- 
dent also vetoed a dozen supply funds for 
which the board h opriated $1,114,680. 


at 4 the president’ s plan to adé the saving 


a oR the salaries to the supply funds. 
The board would not agree upon the selary 
to be fixed for any oné of the 38F. positions 
and therefore made none. No attempt was 
Made to reappropriate any amount for any 
of the vetoed supply funds. 
It was contended that the supply funds 
Cannot be finally determined untii after the 
falary rolls have been agreed upon. 


Lineup of Commissioners. 

During the two sessions there wae prob- 
ably sixty roll calls and each time the fol- 
lowing lined up for higher talaries: Com- 
Missioners Bartzen, Burg, Fitzgerald, Har- 
ris, Kufilewski, Maloney, Nowak, and Ragen. 
On the other side were Commissioners Ander- 
gon, Board, Coonley, Gard, and Mitchell of 
the Progressive party and Col. Moriarty of 
the Democrats. Commissioner Fitzgerald 
became ill and went home. but otherwise the 
lineup remained the same on all questions. 
Theretofore Commissioner Maloney had vot- 
ed with one side and then the other, but 
Yesterday he cast off anchor and sailedawhy 
With the Bartzen-Burg brigade on every 
blockade, except one or two. 

Neither side was able to get ten votes, the 
Statutory requirement for any appropria- 
tion. It followed that neither side was able 
to do anything it desired. With President 

rmick ready to vote on any proposition 
With the Progressives, each side had seven 
Votes after Commissioner Fitzgerald was 
forced to go home. Then neither side could 
pass even a resolution telling what it thought 
Of the other.

WILL PROSECUTE GUILTY 


Governor Gives Thaw Testimcny to 
District Attorney; to Ask In- 
vestigation of Anhut's Part. 


NO FREEDOM FOR SLAYER OF WHITE 


Albany, N. Y., Feb. 27.—[Special.]—Dr. 
John W. Ruesell resigned this afternoon as 
medical superintendent of Matteawan State 
hospital. His resignation followed a verbal! 
report made to the governor at noon by the 
Carlisle inquiry committee 

Gov. Sulzer would not state tonight if State 
Superintendent of Prisons Joseph F. Scott 
was to be retired as a result of the Thaw 
bribery disclosures. 

The committee expects to complete the tak- 
ing of testimony in the Thaw case tomorrow 
morning and to file a fina) report with Gov. 
Sulzer before he leaves for New York City 
and Washington on a late afternoon train. 
The committee expects that Alfred Henry 
Lewis and Detective Hoffman, who is in 
Thaw's employ, will appear before the com- 
mittee. 


Wants Grand Jury Inquiry. 

Gov. Sulger has mailed a certified copy of 
Dr. Russell's testimony regarding the alleged 
bribery to District Attorney Whitman with 
instructions ‘to lay the evidence before the 
grand jury and investigate the Thaw bribery 
scandal to the bottom. 

“IT have taken these means to prevent any 
one of the guilty persons from escaping,”’ 
hotly asserted Gov. Sulzer tonight. ‘ For I 
want every one of them punished. I have 
also applied to the grievance committee of 


the New York Gity.Bar association to investi? T 


gate the scanda) to the bottom, especiaily as 
it relates to this man Anhut’s connection fn 
the matter.” 

The governor said he was determined to 
prosecute Russell. 


Orders Suspension of Russell. 

After the committee filed ite Thaw report 
Gov. Sulzer immediately conferred with 
Lieut. Gov. Martin H. Glynn and Attorney 
General Carmody. They agreed that Dr. 
Rusegell should be suspended at once and ul- 
timately removed from office, in accordance 
with the usual legal procedure. 

Just about this time Col. Scott says he 
was talking with Dr. Ruseell over the tele- 
phone at the Matteawan state hospitel and 
that Dr. Russell told him he wanted to resign 
right away. 

“I immediately accepted his resignation," 
said Soott, “over the telephone, and desig- 
nated Dr. Roy L. Leak, first assistant phy- 
sician, to take charge of the hospital until a 
new superintendent was appointed.” 

Gov. Sulger said it wae too bad that Dr. 
RuSsell had resigned, “ for he should be re- 
mived from office asa public disgrace.”’ 


Avoids Cage of Scott, 

The governor was asked if the report that 
Col. Scott's head would fall before the end 
of the week as a result of the Thaw scandal 
was inspired. Immediately he made this 
reply : 

“IT want to make it understood that Col. 
Scott offered me his resignation some time 
a#o. I Rave never tried to influence him 
in any matter. I belWeve Warden Benham 
is not a fit man for the job. The reports 
of Judge McMahon and Commissioner Van 
Kennan have demonstrated this to me. He 
has resigned, but he ought to be thrown 
avut.”’ 

Col. Scott and his secretary, John M. Me- 
Dowell, were asked later if charges had 
been filed against Warden Benham. Col. 
Scott expressed .geurprise at the governor's 
statement. 

“T have Warden Denhane’ s resignation in 
my hands. He is now serving until we agree 
on his successor.” 3 


Gives Tart Reply to Sulzer. 

Secretary MiDowell made this remark 
about the governor: 

“He can go to —— and can have my job 
any time he wants it. He is either lying or 
has been misinformed if he says charges 
were filed against Benham. Neither report 
containg charges ag&inet Benham or men- 
tions his name.” 

Chairman Carlisle talked with Gov. Sulzer 
upon his return from Matteawan and told 
the executive that he belHeved Thaw was a 
lunatic and an Incompetent. 

‘* Mr. Carlisle, who is anable lawyer," said 
the governor, 
Thaw's meager testimony. If Thaw ia lu- 
natic I think we don’t care much for what he 
hag t say. 

“I am going to run d6wn eVery grafter in 
the state—and we have many of them,” he 
concluded.

Disbarment proceedings against attorneys 
of Chicago and New York may be filed next 
week by State's Attorney Maclay Hoyne, as 
a result of his investigation of the Guggen- 
heim divorce scandal. A bili of review of 
the case will be filed im the Circult court 
to determine the right of state’s interven- 
tion when decrees are obtained by fraud 
or collusion. 

Action was decided upon yesterday at « 
conference of Mr. Hoyne with Chief Justice 
Jesse A. Baldwin of the Circuit court and 
Judge Oscar E. Heard. The conference was 
@ result of the report of Assistant State's 
Attorney Malcolm B, Starrett on the suit. 

The state’s attorney issued the following 
statement: 

“As a result of a conference between 
Judges Baldwin and Heard and myself, it is 
thought best to try out and test the question 
ef whether the people of the state of Illinois 
are to be concluded by a decree of a court, 
when a decree of divorce has been obtained 
by fraud, and where, by reason of the rules 
of equity, one of the parties seeking to have 
the decree set aside, could not and should 
not receive relief because of being a partici. 
pant ih fraud. .

UNCLE SAM TAKES TRAIL. 


Many prosecutions in the federal court are 
expected to follow the recent seisures by rev- 
enue agents of more than 250,000 pounds of 

butter in Chicago cold storage houses. Un- 
lawful adulteration was charged. 

A report of the seizures and findings of the 
government chemists has been forwarded to 
Commissioner Cabell in Washirzigton with rec- 
ommendations by Col. L. G. as ts revenue 
officer in Chicago. 

The confiscation is the result of an ex- 
amination of millions of pounds of butter 
in the seven Chicago warehouses. The rev- 
enue agents charge adulteration —_ more 
than 16 per cent water. 


Millions of Pounds 

In December when the inquiry was begun 
there were stored in Chicago mere than 
25,000,000 pounds of butter, which is about 
half of the actual supply of Butter in storage 
in the entire United States. Sinee the be- 
ginning of the investigation about 20,000,000 
pounds have been moved from the city. 

The warehouse owners assert It was moved 
in the natural course of commerce and that 
there was no intention to evade inspection. 

Samples from more than 8,000 thbs were 
taken and analyzed at the headquarters of 
the revenue department. It was estimated 


‘that approxtmately one-third of the butter 
y supply In Chicago is iiMeltiy adulterated with 


water moisture.

Many on Way to Depot.

“Your five minutes is up.” Bing! 

The right to terminate any and all tele- 
phone conversation in this abrupt manner 
was requested by the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany yesterday. If its plea is granted it 
will have full authority to enforce the five 
minute limit rule, now confined to nickel 
phones, against all classes of subscribers, in- 
eluding those paying for “ unlimited ” serv- 
ice. 

The full meaning of the request was not 
realized by the members of the council com- 

_qpittee on gas, oil, and electric light, to whom 
jt was submitted. It came in as an accom- 
paniment to a report by EB. W. Bemis against 
the proposition to reduce rates on nickel 
residence service and aroused no comment; 
put some heated remarks are expectediat the 
next meeting. 

B. E. Sunny, president of the company, veri- 
fied the impression that the language of his 
proposal covered every class of telephone. 
He added that it would not be put in force if 
approved by the council except agaiust those 
gubscribers who abuse the service. 


Bemis Presents the Request. 
‘The companys communication was pre- 
gented by Mr. Bemis, who said it had been 
handed to him by Mr. Sunny on Feb. 14, after 
criticism of the four “conceseions” demand- 
ed by the company in return for its accept- 
ance of the rates he recommended. Some 
of the aldermen charged the fourth conces- 
gion wos in the nature of a “joker” or would 
have deserved that titde if it had been ac- 
cepted. The concession, as demanded, read: 

The right to make contracts for and 
furnish special service, or regular service 
for shorter periods than one y<ar, and to 
make and enforce reasonable rules for the 
use of telephones and the conduct of the 
traffic. 

The company’s request as it now stands is 
as follows: 

For the good of the service, the tele- 
phone company is authorized and directed 
to adopt and enforce the following rules: 

1—To limit telephone conversations to 
five minutes. 

2—To discontinue the service by re- 
moval of the telephone or otherwise for 
improper use or fraud. 


Subscribers to Buy Facilities. . 

3. That subscribers provide themselves 
with telephone facilities reasonably ade- 
quate to handle their traffic satisfactorily. 
Private branch exchange switchboard op- 
erators employed by the subscribers shall 
be subject to the traffic department rules 
of the telephone company. 

4 In addition to the classes of service, 
and the rates herein provided, the tele- 
phone company is authorized to supply 
special facilities and service at rates which 
will be alike for all subscribers. Included 
in this provision is the authority to make 
contracts for service for less than one 
year; for the furnishing of appliances not 
@ part of the standard equipment. 


Extra Charge Idea “Dangerous.”’ 

In addition to the protests against the five 
minute Hmitation it is expected that many 
business houses paying for “‘ unlimited ”’ 
service will object seriously to placing their 
own switchboard operators under the traffic 
rules of the company. The question of extra 
charges for special equipment has been pro- 
nounced a ** dangerous’ one for the council 
to open. 

Mr. Bemis’ report against a redistribution 

f the company’s surplus earnings so that the 
greater part of it would go toward a reduc- 
tion of rates to subscribers guaranteeing one 
or two calls a day from their residences was 
not unexpected.* He had indicated a strong 
preference for the reduction of the “ small 
business "’ telephone. 

Ald. James B. Bowler had asked for a re- 
port on the possibility of reducing $3 monthly 
guarantees to $2 and $1.50 guarantees to $1 


Quotes Deficits on Guarantees. 

Mr. Bemis oppcsed reduction on residence 
5 cent phones on the grounds that it would 
require extensive investigation to predict tho 
effect of a lowering of the guarantees. He 
then quoted figures from the company’s rec- 
ords showing that $180,000 was paid by sub- 
scribers to this form cf service during the 
year ending Oct. 31, 1910, in the form of 
deficits on their guarantees. This was an 
average of $2 per subscriber. 

In addition he predicted that reduction 
of cuarantees would cause an enormous in- 
crease in the total number of this class of 
teleph ones. He said this would require a 
large amount of capital to extend a branch 
of service his investigation showed was pay- 
ing only about 6.75 per cent profit. 

The committee did not act finally on any 
of his recommendations.

JOLTS “EASY” DIVORCE LAWS

Senator Madigan Says Illinois 
Statutes Are Too Liberal.

CHICAGO WORST OFFENDER. 


Comparison with New York at Ratio 
of 92 to 17. 


Iitnois divorce laws received another jolt 
last night. State Senator John E. Madigan, 
speaking before the Empire State associa- 
tion at Hotel La Salle, did the jolting. The 
senator has introduced a bill which seeks to 
have the state’s attorney summoned as a 
party to each divorce, in order to eliminate 
collusion. 

The speaker was unrestrained in his criti- 
cism of present laws. He contrasted its 
“cruelty ” provision with the New York law 
which has only one statutory ground, instead 
of eight, and showed that whereas in 1878- 
1882 New York City’s divorce courts ground 
out seventeen divorces per 100,000 population, 
Chicago's turned out ninety-two. In 1698-1902 
the New York ratio was twenty; in Chicago it 
was 114. The difference in laws, he implied, 
was responsible. 

Canada, 443; U. &., 1,274,341. 

He showed that in Canada only four gov- 
ernmental divisions boast a divorce court. 
Elsewhere special legislation is required. In 
the forty-one years of the Dominion’s his- 
tory there have been 443 divorces. In thla 
country in the same period there have been 
1,274,341. 

In Ireland in five years ended 1903 there 
was one divorce for the entire 4,500,000 pop- 


ulation. In thirty-six years there were only 


twenty-seven. 

“In New York,” said the senator, ‘* there is 
but one statutory ground for absolute di- 
vyoree. In Illinois there are seven other dis- 
tinct grounds. : 

‘*TIn New York the law requires that before 
a final decree of divorce can be entered 
three months must elapse between the an- 


nouncement of the judge’s decision on the 


facts and the entry of such decree. 


Delay Before Remaryiage. 

“ Again, in New. York, a defendant against 
whom a decree of divorce is granted upon 
the only ground recognized in thet state is 
forbidden, until the death of the other party, 
to remarry until the lapse of five years after 
the decree has been rendered, and even then 
only in case he or she can furnish to the 
court satisfactory proof that during that en- 
tire period his or her conduct has continued 
uniformly good, 

‘‘In our state. today a statute for divorce 
is practically treated by our legal system as 
of less moment than an action to collect a $5 
debt. The Chicago hustle, so essential in 
the business world, is made quite possible 
by our legal system in the divorce industry 
also. 

“In a certain case in Chicago in 1010 a 
traveling salesman, having an engagement in 
Minneapolis, filed his divorce suit at 10 o'clock 
in the morning. At 10:10 an accommodating 
member of the bar, purporting to represent 
the wife, presented, all drafted and in final 
shape, the wife’s answer to the bil) of com- 
plaint. At 10:20 a. m,. the decree of the court 
was duly rendered—' in time,’ as the man said, 
‘to catch that train.’ ”’ - 


Bishop Praises Commission. 

Bishop Charles E. Cheney of the Reformed 
Episcopal church praised the work of the 
commission on marriage and divorce. 

‘They have opened up a rift in the social 
life of Chicago that compels us to look down 
into the seething hell beneath. 

“ The new law they plan to get passed will 
compel persons to stop and think. It will set 
an example that will prove contagious to 
other states. Michigan and Indiana by force 
of shame will follow Illinois’ example. 

‘It will also stop the disgraceful practices 
of these harpies—judges, justices, and even 
ministers—who for a pitiful fee will consign 
young persons to a perpetual thralldom 
which eventually lands them in the hands of 
the divorcee brokers.” 

Francis M. Moody, secretary of the Illinois 
commission, asserted that if parents would 
inform their children concerning the sex 
problem much divorce trouble would be done 


away with.

It is alleged 
he used a star, resembling a policeman’s 
star, to get some of Hall's property out of 
the house at 4788 South Ashland avenue, 
after the disappearance. 

The troubles of the old physician are 
charged to quarrels between his daughter, 
Mrs. Hazel Kliiskie, 7108 Union avenue. and 
his third wife. The lattet’s attorney, J. J 
Risden, Pputs’*the blame for the present diffi- 
culties on the daughter. 


Family Skeleton in Court. 

Mrs. Hall, who is nearly thirty years young- 
er than her husband, dragged the family 
skeleton into the Englewood police cour. She 
told what she knew of Hopper’s visit to the 
house and the departure of her husband's 
diplomas, insurance policies, and. pictures 
Husband and goods both left while she was 
out of town. 

Hopper left a letter to Mrs, Hall from her 
husband, which read: 

‘* I don’t see how we can get along together 
any longer. I am going away, but I will look 
after the children and the rent. I will pay 
the rent on the residence and send you 
money for the children. Don’t worry about 
me.”

Widow Accused of Killing Hus- 
band Soon to Know Fate. 


SOBS HALT PROCEEDINGS. 


Recess Ordered When Women Weep as 
Defendant Collapses. 


Mre. Lena Musso, on trial charged with 
the murder of her husband, heard herself 


Attorney Francis EB. Hinckley. For the third

Once before, while Mr. Hinckley wae ad- 
éGressing the jury in Judge Cooper’s court, 
Mrs. Musso became hysterical and uncon- 
scious. Simultaneously a sob went up from 
more than fifty women ‘“nyvurder fans.’’ While 
bailiffs picked up Mrs. Musso and carried her 
to an ante room the sound of weeping filled 
the court room. The court relieved the jury 
of the emberrassment of facing the walling 
crowd of hysterical women. He ordered @ 
recess. , 

While Matron Bridget Ryem and Dr. 
Thomas Hogan worked to revive the ¢ nd- 
ant the women spectators volubly expressed 
their sympathies, but none offered to leave 
the courtroom. The case is expected to reach 
the jury this afternoon. 

Reviews Case for Prosecution, 

Mr. Hinckley reviewed the case the state 
bas presented against Mra. Musso. He de- 
clareé that the fact that Musso had struck 
his wife and that she had worked were not 
grounds for killing. He said the defense 
had injected this testimony to create a false 
issue in the case. He recalled the state's 
testimony tending to show Musso was a hard 
working man, who loved his family. He re- 
ferred to the contention of the defense that 
Musso attacked his wife with a razor. 

“ Dees it occur to you,”’ said Mr. Hinckley, 
addressing the jury, “* that no questi-n ever 
has been asked by the defense about the 
razor in the room after the shooting? The 
state put three witnesses on the stand to tes- 
tify what was found! in that room, but never | 
once was there the question asked if they had 
seen a partly burned razor on the bed.”

GIRLS HEAR MEAT PROFESSOR 


Demonstration._on Buying Cheap 
Cuts Given Young Women. 


CLINIC IN A BUTCHER SHOP. 


Lecture Eagerly Followed by Members 
of Church Club. 


Young women members of the Bducational 
cub of the Fourth Presbyterian church, Su- 
perior and Rush streets, received a practical 
lesson in meat buying from “ Prof.” M. J, 
O'Donnell of the Russer & O’Donmell mar- 
ket, 822 Rush street, last night. 

“The best way to become familiar with 
the different cuts of meat is to go to a mar- 
ket where the meat is and let the butcher 
tell you,” said Mrs. Jennie K. Wise, cooking 
teacher for the club. Accordingly a clinic 
was arranged for at the Rush street market. 

“ Prof.”” O'Donnell was new to the lecture 
platform, but a very attentive audience 
eagerty jotted down every word. 


“ Now, this here piece of meat is what we » 


call a skirt flank,” he said, picking up a slab 
of side beef. ‘‘ It is cheap. but it makes good 
boiling meat. But take it, for instance, if 
you want to buy a roast for two people; 
there's nothing better than the first cuts off 
the loin. Then, again, if you have four or 
five in the family you want to get your cuts 
out of the middle, where there is less waste 
in proportion to the meat you buy. Chuck 
meat comes at the lower end of the loin and 
it ie fine meat. It is cheaper and can be 
used for roasting or for steak. The tender- 
loin, which is a strip under the outer layer of 
lean, is, of course, the most expensive,”’ 

Pork, mutton, fish, and fowls were also 
subjected to clinical analysts. 

“There are different ways of telling the 
age of fowls,” said the professor. “ Press 
the breast bone between the fingers. If it 
breaks it is an old fowl, but if it bends the 
fowl ts young. A young turkey has black 
legs, but if they are red the turkey is Prob- 
ably old.” 

The professor showed the young women 
how to stuff a calf's liver and also how to 
prepare hearts for the table. At the close of 
the lecture he recetved a rising vote of thanks.

,“ There ig such an itching of palms and 
such enthusiasm as to the possible earning 
power of the sanitary funds that the public 
imiérest has been lost sight of in. the bond 
that was accepted for the depository of the 
sanitary district funds. The safeguards that 
have been adopted by all municipal bodies 
were swept aside and a 50 per cent bond se- 
ctring the district against loss was accepted.

* The present conditions are the result of a 
cémbination of seven trustees who vote to- 
gether on every question regardless of its 
merit, and who vote after conferences be- 
hind closed doors, patronage being always 
tie Paramount issue. 

“Unless these conditions are changed the 
sanitary district will lose its future useful- 
ness as a public agency; the great hydro- 
electric plant will fail in is purposes; the 
lighting of Chicago and its parke will be tm- 
paired and the health of 2,500,000 persons will 
bé imperiled. If these conditions are not 
changed it will be a godsend if the public 
can find a way to wind up the affairs of the 
ujstrict.”

Charles Cramer, alias Conway, circus 
clown, and Beatrice Ryall Conway, lion 
tamer, both of whom are charged with rob- 
bing end murdering the woman on Oct. 29, 
1912, at 8228 Indiana avenue, watched the 
introduction of the grewsome exhibit with- 
out emotion. 

“Is that the handkerchief you found 
stuffed down her mouth?” asked Assistant 
State's Attorney John Fleming, handing the 
witness a piece of wrinkled linen.: Warthen 
took the cloth with fingers that shook. 


Forced to Stop Testimony. 

“That's it. Positively, that’sit."" He burst 
into tears again. He had to stop giving testi- 
mony to control his grief. The circus clown 
swung the stump of his right feg over his 
left knee and smiled contemptuously.

AT BELLEVUE HOSPITAL? 


Aids Will Apply for Use ef Room in 
New York Institution. — 


New York, Feb. 27.—[Special.J—The first 
test in America of the new cure for tubercu- 
losis claimed by Dr. Frederick F. Friedmann, 
the Berlin specialist, will be made on Satur- 
day. This was the announcement made to- 
day by representatives of Dr. Friedmann. On 
that day the German physician and his aids 
will be ready to administer first treatments 
to patients. Formal application will be 
made, it wae said, for a room in Bellevue 
hogpital, in avhich te conduct free clinics for 
poor patients, ° 

Many letters and messages have been re- 
ceived from persons afflicted with tubercu- 
losis appealing to Dr. Friedmann to permit’ 
them to become his patients. 


U. 5. Doctors and Friedmann Confer. 

Physicians representing. the federal gov- 
ernment conferred during the day with Dr. 
Friedmann, who gave the government sam- 
ples of his culture for testing upon his ar- 
rival last Tuesday. 

Dr. Milton Foster, of the public health and 
marine hospital service and Dr. John F. 
Anderson, Cirector of the hygienic laboratory 
at Washington, called on the German physi- 
clan. 

Dr. Foster said after the conference that 
no public statement would be made until Dr. 
Anderson has made his report to Surgeon 
General Blue at Washington. He would not 
say whether_Dr. Friedmann has applied for 


the privilege’ of treating patients In the ma- | 


rine hospital and whether such application 
had been refused. 


Surgeon General Receives Pleas. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 27.—Surgeon Gen- 
eral Blue of the public health service has 
been deluged with requests from sufferers 
of pulmonary tuberculosis for permission to 
offer themselves as subjects for testa of Dr. 
Friedmann’s tuberculosis vaccine. He made 
an official announcement todey thet under no 
circumstances would the public health serv- 
ice give the vaccine to any one until it had 
been tested in the government’s hygienic 
laboratory here. 

Director Anderson of the laboratory went 
to New York today to get the cultures Dr. 
Friedmann has turned over to the public 
health service for laboratory tests.

SUBSIDEWALK SPACE ASKED 
FOR PIPES AND CITY SEWERS. 


Streets and Alleys Committee Wants 
Opinion of Corporation Counsel on 
Feasibility of Plan. 


An opinion as. to whether the city can use 
subsidewalk space in the downtown district 
for its sewers and water pipes and the mains 
and conduits of the public utility companies 
was requested of the city law department 
yesterday. 

A subcommittee of the council committee 
on streets and alleys in conference with engi- 
neers and business men agreed this method of 
handling these forms of underground equip- 
ment was the best suggested for considera- 
tion.

Melville G. Holding, chairman of 
the subcommittee, “.we could overcome the 
big obstacle in the way of this work: and 
im addition we could place these pipes and 
conduits where they would be readily ac- 
cessible for later repairs, nenewals, and ex- 
tensions., It would save tearing up our pave- 
ments.”

The orchesfra seems to have been strength- 
ened in every department. The strings are now 
an ideal body, attaining a warmth and sonority 
of tone that is an unfailing source of beauty. 
The brasses are free from harshness and 
abruptness, the tone of the horns being notably 
endowed with sensuous charm. The wood winds 
are perhaps the least distinguished division of 
the orchestra, and.though adequate are not 
quite equal to the brilliant standards set by the 
strings. However, »ur public has become un- 
usually exacting by reason of the unsurpassed 
wood wind choir of the Thomas orchestra. 

Mr. Oberhoffer evidently cherishes a profound 
admiration for the Sibelius symphony and its 
supremacy in the so-G@alled northern school if 
the present may be conceded. It is a work of 
-@enormous difficulty, and therefore possesses 
élements of interest for the performer that are 
not fully shared by the listener. It has one

“Cyrano” as an English Opera. 

(MUSICAL REVIEW OF THE NEW YORK SUN.) 

New York, Feb, 27.—{Special.}]—Using English 
as a vehicle for music made in Amierica and 
intended to be sung in part wy foreign as well 
as native stars, Guilio Gatti-Casagga produced at 
the Metropolitan Opera house this evening for 
the first time on any,stage Walter Damrosch’s 
opera, “ Cyrano.” 

The famous play in lyric form was the first 
entire novelty, as it happened, in the local sea- 
son, 

There was a large attendance bestdes the sub- 
scription audience for “ Cyrano,” including par- 
tisans of Mr. Damrosch and patriots drawn by 
the lure of the language. 

It is unquestionable that Mr. Damrosch's 
music fairly won its reception and that it. will 
receive its measure of favor from subsequent 
audiences.

As the librettist of “Cyrano” W. J. Hender- 
son has followed the story of Rostand’s play 
faithfully except in the last act. 

The opera is one in which it is possible to enu- 
merate the passages most likely to stimulate 
public interest. The first of those is the charm- 
ing entrance air of Roxane, which perfectly dis- 
closes one side of her delightful personality and 
which is developed into a well written ensemble. 

The public will pass on te t duel scene, 
which is fairly well composed, and so to the solo 
of Cyrano, “ You Stare, Yet I Am a Man.” Heré 
Mr. Damrosch has written one of his loveliest 
melodies.

In the second act the chief points are the 
ensemble, in which the letter theme is developed 
admirably; the patter song or Ragueneau; the 
simple and almost nalve duet of Cyrano and 
Roxane; and the chorus of the Gascony cadets. 

In the third act the soliloquy of Roxane at 
the fountain, her raillery at De Guiche, exqui- 
sitely composed, the contrasting tunes off the 
stage, and the several emotional outbursts of 
Cyrano are the musical thoughts which rise 
above the general level. 

The death scene of Cyrano is composed with 
high skill.

This opinion was expressed by Thomas J. 


Tynan, warden of the Colorado penitentiary, 


who spoke on “Convicts and Good Roads 


at the Hamilton club yesterday. 

“They say they are teaching the convict a 
trade, They are lying, and the convict knows 
they are lying. They teach him only part of a 
trade; they teach him how to put a few pieces 
of leather together. He couldn't make a whole 
shoe; he couldn't make a whole book; he can’t 
do anything except piece work. 2 
“Tf he makes brooms he is taking the bread 
away from blind men; if he does other things, 
perhaps he is competing with the family he left 
outside, his wife and children, who are forced 
to work in the factories. 

“The contractor likes it, though, because it’s 
the cheapest possible labor he can get. He 
likes to keep a skillful worker in prison; he 
doesn’t want him to have his ‘good time’ taken 
from his sentence, and when the prisoner is 
discharged he sets the police after him, so that 
he can come back to jail and do some more 
work for the contractor. 

“ Sometimes we have to protect the released 
convict against the police, more than we have 
to protect society from the man. 

oe) 

“We have no factory system in Colorado. We 
put the convict out on the road, and he works 
eight hours a day. There is one overseer for 
every forty or fifty men. The convicts are 
worked on trust and honor, and the number of 
runaways is very small, and nine-tenths of them 
are recaptured. 

“Tt's a.‘horse sense’ system. The guards, 
if we had guards, would cost more, than it 
would tq build the roads, and the workers would 
be degraded. They wouldn't work. They'd be 
surly and stubborn. Why, in Colorado it’s a 
trivilege for the men to be allowed to work 
on the roads. It gives them self-respect. Their 
labor costs 22 cents a day, and they do $2 worth 
of work. 

"Prisons with the factory system are sup- 
posed to be self-supporting. Some of them are. 
But we've earned $100,000 over our expenses 
in the last year by our road work. 

“There is real demand in our state for the 
work of the ex-convict. He is not hunted by 
the police for everything that happens, because 
we have taught him how to work.. We have 


built him up rather than run him down. To} 
make morality and honor you must first build | 


the man up physically.”

My husband gives me $70 every month. There 


are three grown people to be clothed and fed, 


and we are hearty eaters. We have insurance 
to keep up, water and city taxes, repairs on 
house, and we have had heavy doctor and den- 
tist bills. Just at present our doctor bills 
average $17 a month. If it were not for this 
expense we would be able to put that $17 in 
the bank, While we are not saving, we are not 
in debt. 

Like others, I find provisions high; but that 
really ig not the real cause for worry. Our 
table expenses average $25 a month—sometimes 
mofe. It is the miscellaneous items that count, 
such as doctor and dentist bills, clothing, in- 
surance, and amusements once in a while. 

I get our winter supply of coal in April. I 
buy several dogen fresh eggs when they are 
cheap and put in Hquid glass. In the winter I 
watch the sales, thereby saving, and at the 
same time get in a supply of sugar for the pre- 
serving season... When the ocer asks 7 and 8 
cents a pound I smile because I paid only from 
4 to 5% cents a pound. - By buying a whole ham 
I saved 2 cents on the pound, and by buying a 
strip of bacon I saved 6 cents. 

Whenever I can I make a little extra money 
without going from the house by doing a little 
sewing. )

This is really a 
great music hall sacred to Johann Strauss and 
his orchestra. Here at 8 o’¢e every evening 
begins his program. 

The ceiling of this room is very lofty an4 
ornate, as are all ceilings in Germany. Half 
way between the great open floor and the top 
are long and high balconiés and galleries. The 
gallery at one end-—back of it is a high alcove 
with a background of gilt™decorations in the 
long lines of the Sessionists. which prevail 
throughout the building—is sacred to the or- 
chestra. The gilt and the lights make a4 won- 
derful background, and two long figures which 
bound this gallery help to set it apart. 

To have had a repast on the balcony in 
front of tht opposite gallery, vis-a-vis to the. 
music, I consider to have been one of my 
greatest experiences in continental dining. 
My companion was a distinguished, perhaps I 
may say a famous woman, who for nine years 
and often several times in a week, has en- 
joyed all that Berlin hag to offer in the way 
of great music, so could give me many local 
details of the highest interest. No one could 
come to Berlin without wishing to hear and 
see its operas, go to its philharmonic concerts, 
etc.

But the enjoyment here was not entirely 
musical. There were things to eat and at most 
reasonable prices, considering their quality, 
and in the room two floors below where you 
dine without music the prices are only one- 
half, or less, than up here. 
cream soup costs only 12 cents a person. The 
exquisite fried sole costs but 2 marks. <A 
“ Tournedos” consisted of two pieces of steak 
of the same size and rather thick, one on top 
of the other, and mounted on a slice of toasted 
bread of the same eize. The garnish for this 
consisted of a tiny sweetbread on top of which 
Was an artichoke bottom, across which were 
a half dozen green asparagus tips, and across 
these in the other direction were three strips 
of the French or black truffle, 

Our sweet, called “Duchesse Birne Alex- 
andra,” was a charming confection, (“ Birne” 
is German for pear.) It.was served in a glass 
dish set in one of those colossal junks of milk 
colored ice, frozen in a boat shaped mold, an 
ice boat on the stocks as it were. Fresh pear 
and a whipped cream, with an ice cream, made 
the foundation, and piled high above it was 
spun caramel sugar. This agadded a most 
agreeable contrasting taste to the cream.

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The number of places in Berlin where you | 


can get something to eat and more to drink, 
and where you will find the atmosphere so 
thick with a stale and ancient taste of to- 
bacco, seeming to flavor everything, are le- 
gion. But then there are a great string of 
ver, 
great porcelain picture, places of the middle 
class order and all under one ownership-and 
one symbol, where for very small sums you 
get much to eat, of its kind, and do not have 
to pay for wine which you do not drink. Un- 
der such circumstances you are not expected 
to ask for water, but I refuse to be intimi- 
dated. At the hotels and at such places as the 
Rheingold, 50 pfennigs, or 12 cents, is always 
added to your reckoning if you do not take 
wine. At the most expensive places you pay 
more, .

The appointments in this string of restau- 
rants are very interesting, for they are all of 
the latest and most up to date things. The 
wienerwurst steamers are connected with in- 
numerable glass closets in which are dishes of 
potato salad and all the other things that go 
with “eln paar wiirstchen.” These sausages 
are always sold by the pair, and dozens of 
these pairs hang on réds, sometimes as a sort 
of aureole to the attendant’s head, : 


More economical yét is it to lunch at an 
‘automat.” Here you put your money, 10 
pfennigs (2% cents), into a slot. For this sum 
you can get any number of kinds of wine—and 
all kinds very poor, I imagine—and a great 
many different things mounted on a half of a 
roll—slices of hard boiled eggs with onion, 
smoked salmon, sausage slices, queer salads— 
and some sweets. The food is on tiny boat 
dishes which set on porcelain paddles under 
great glass bells. <All the handless paddies 
are fastened to a central axis and on the bank 
in the front of the glass is the name of the 
thing——in both German and English—and be- 
side this a slit for your money. You drop in 
your coin, the paddles commence to move, and 
when the first weighted one arrives at a box 
just outside and below the bank it inclines, 
releases its burden, and this comes down a 
little chute Into the box. What you get to 
eat in these places may be very good for Ger- 
mans, but it is likely to give other people of 
less sturdy digestions what used to be called 
“heartburn.”

Evil Problem, 


TALKS TO GOTHAM BOARD 


Would Do Away with Arrests by 
Plain Clothes Men and Magis- 
trates’ Cases. 


New York, Feb. 27.—[ Special. }-Substitution 

of policewomen for plein clothes men ia 
handling the social evil wae suggested to the 
Wagner committee today by Misa Lillian 
Weald, for twenty yearea settlement worker 
in this city. She would have them patrol 
streets, dance halls, and other places where 
Gelinquent girls congregate. 

Miss Wald was the first woman to testify 
thus far in the hearings whose aim is to 
better police conditions, and the only witness 
to indicate that certain problems might pos- 
aibly be solved by women. 

She said she approved of the report of the 
citizen's committee, submitted on Wednes- 
day, particularly of a ten years term for the 
police commissioner and the establishment 
of a morais commission. 


Opposes Methods of Police. 

Of the employment of plain clothes men to 
entrap girls whe solicit in the street she said: 

“It is a futile thing, and even a question 
of demoralization to the plain clothes may 
himself. And we should take out of the 
magistrate’s hands the question of deciding 
what should be done for the girl. He is not 
trained for it, he has not the power, and 
does not know what to do with her. A body 
of competent people should study each case, 
and then the sifting process should begin. 

“I would urge as a constructive thing that 
you have women police. I would substitute 
for the arrest and punishment that does not 
fit the crime at all something that would 
prevent. Perhaps in a few years, when the 
ardor cools, you could not, but I believe at 
this time it might be possible to get strong 
and high minded people. 


Imprisonment Does No Good. 

“The women should have the rank of po- 
Heemen. They would have to be social work- 
ers and deeply interested. They should be 
subjected to civil service examination as pa- 
trolmen arenow. For girls who ere arrested 
there should be indeterminate sentences to 
reformatory and educationa) and industrial 
institutions. Imprisonment is ineffective.” 

Ex-Mayor McClellan, the first witness of 
the day, visioned the police asa “ very ghast- 
ly and very grisly adjunct " unless those in 
authority do all in their power to restore its 
good name. 

"“ Thousands who are not corrupt,” he said, 
“are afraid to say their souls are their own. 
At the lieutenants’ dinner last Saturday night 
the president of the United States and the 
police commissioner were both fooled into 
attending a dinner which was turned into 
a ratification meeting of a wretched creature 
who is now under indictment for graft.” 


Views of Former Prosecutors, 

Fix-District Attorney Eugene A. Philbin at- 
tributed police evils partly to Mayor Gay- 
nor and Commissioner Waldo, saying the 
mayor had tried to apply impractical theories 
and Waldo had been weak on discipline. He 
gaid if Becker had been subjected to proper 
discipline he would not be in the death house 
now. r 

Ex-District Attorney Jerome declared no- 
body could stop graft as long as laws remain 
which the community doesn’t support. 

Commissioner Waldo admitted the posst- 
bility of police improvement, but said all the 
recent hue and cry had beer raised because 
he shut up gambling houses. 

Ex-Police Commissioner Cropsey empha- 
sized the need of proper control of the police 
by the head of the force; to obtain that he 
would give the commissioner power to re- 
move a man Without trial and make reinstate- 
ment by the courts difficult. 

Inspector Dwyer, in charge of the upper 
tenderloin, said that 95 per cent of *“ disor- 
derly women” could be segregated, that 
lower grade police pay should be raised in or- 
der to let a man live without yielding te 
graft temptation, and that the present police 
system is nearly perfect anyway.

William Geppert Held on Accusation 
of Stegen 


Jolet, DL, Feb. 27.—-[{Special.}—Wiltiam 
Geppert of New York, editor of the Musical 
Courier Extra, was today convicted of con- 
wpiracy to injure the business of Jobn Y. 


Was sentenced to two yeare in the peniten- 
ttary and a fine of $2,000. 

Geppert immediately dernanmdied a new trial. 
March 19 was set for argument on the mo- 
tion. His bond was increased from $1,000 to 
$5,000 and he left for New York. 


Former Agents Aid State. 

The trial, lasting six weeks, was watched 

with keen interest by other piano manufac 
turers all over the country. The most im- 
portant state's evidence was obtained from 
former agents of the trade publication who 
testified to their talke with Steger under 
orders from Geppert and Marc Blumenberg, 
publisher of the Courier. Blumenberg wae 
indicted aleo, but ating to bie <apartyre for 
Paris could not be served. 
The testimony declared the paper had de- 

manded a heavy toll from Steger, amount- 
| ing at one time to 50 cents a piano on his 
entire output, threatening, if be failed to pay 

7 it, to print articles which would hurt his 
business, Steger refused to pay. 


Jury Deliberates All Night. 
The defense, with William 8. Forrest of 
Chicago ae chief counsel, fought stubborniy 
and sought to introduce more evidence 
against Steger. There was presented aleo an 
“alibi*’ declaring Geppert was in Cincin- 
nati at the time of one of the alleged inter- 
views. The jury required al) night for its 
deliberations before the verdict wae returned, 
Judge Dibell of the Circuit court of Will 
county pronounced the sentence. The mo- 
tion for a new trial was, of course, expected, 
| and there will iikely be an appeal if this 
motion is denied.
